For example, in Election I, suitable species to be 
elected include one of a crystal formed by the method of claim 3, crystal formed by chemical etching, crystal formed from electro 
etching, glass formed by the method of claim 3, glass formed by chemical etching, and glass formed from electro etching. In election 
II, suitable species to be elected include one of biological polymers, non-biological organic polymer, and inorganic polymers. In 
Election III, suitable species to be elected include one of a micropipette and a manifold having more than one microchanneL See
